but in its enlarged ſenſe, it will 
‘comprehend the goverment of 
Pennfylvania, the exifting union 
of the ſtates, and even this pro- 
jected ſyſtem, is nothing more 
than a formal act of incorporation, 
But upon what pretence can it be 
alledged that it was defigned to 
annihilate the Rate governments ?

My force then conſiſted of 
an hundred and thirty men, thirty 
having been fent back on ac- 
count of their horſes tired and 
loft, Idrew up the men in three 
divifions, the right commanded 
by Colonel Freeman, the deft by 
Major Clarke, and the middle by 
myfelf, Col. Freeman and Ma- 
jor Clarke were ordered to fur- 
rouna and charge the indians, 
which they did with fuch dexterr 
ty and ſpirit, that they immedi- 
ately drove them back into the 
cane brake, where, finding it im- 
poſſible tor them to eſcape, they 
obftinately returned our fire until 
half paft four o’clock, when they 
ceafed, except now and then a 
fhot.

Indeed I cannot proceed much 
further without your affiftance, 
the general ſcarcity of proviſions 
in this part of the ſtate, points 
out the pe neeeſſity of fupplies 
from below; indeed men cannot 
be drawn out without it; the de.

would be fatal to the frontiers, 


Had I not fallen in with that chof 


en party of indians, every circum- 


'ftance befpeaks their defign te 


diſtreſs the back ſettlers, and 1 
think that Allen's mills, or lower, 
would by this time have be- 
come a frontier ſettlement; and J 
am convinced that if the back 
fetlers once break they will not 
top with us. 

I have now to beg your atten- 
tion to the unfortunate wounded 
who are at Read’s fort; a doctor, 
fome wine, tea, coffee and fugar, 
are indiſ penſably neceſſary. 

I fhall expect an anſwer to this 
as foon as poffible, and ſhould 
with to be informed of the prob- 
ability of a houfe being made, if 
that event mould not already 
have taken place. I think that 
the neceffity of actiyity on, and 
attention to our frontiers, will 
prevent my attendance fhould the 
houfe convene.
